Will Soon Know His Fate.

OnronwATi, April SS.— The trial of 
Soott Jadkson for tiiemiird«r of Pearl 
BrjVk WM began iu the Campbell coau- 
ty drenlt court in Newport, Ky., yes- 
terday. Much iiiuro WHS lu'cinnplished 
at the first day's session thau had been 
hoped by those who have watched tho 
ptooeedingi «p to date. Thejoiy was 
■eeomd at 9 o'clock after ezsmining 

leu than 50 of the 100 men subpa-uaod. 
They ai-e as follows: Murty Sliea, Wil- 
liam White, L. .SharHtcin, F. B. Maitor, 
Johu M. EnsyliT, .Tohn lloehmer, Wil- 
liam Motts, Millard Carr, George P. 
Stagner, John T. Baolmnan, Fred 
Gii^emeyer and Jacob Knrat. 

Tho -witnesses were taken from the 
room, and Attorney J><H'kliart read tho 
indictment amid intense silence. It 
charges Scott Juclcsou and Alonzo Wal- 
ling with killiug Peail ftyantj cat- 
Mag her head oif. 

"It is a port of my dnty to oatline 
fOma of tho evidence," said Attorney 
Lockhart, openin>; the c.iso for the 
commouwealili. "Scutt Jack.sou was 
at Greencastle, lud., iu 1895, where he 
met PMrl Bryan, yoangcst daughter of 
a respectable fanner. Pearl Bryan's 
father lired in Bourbon county, Ky." 

Attorney Orawfocd objected to this 
statement. 

"Pearl was an unsophisticated conn- 
try girl; Jacksou wa.s an accomplished, 
macn traveled gentleman. The girl be- 
came his victim. Then tlio accused 
man wrote her to come to Cinciimati. 
She came Jan. 28. Jucksuu did not 
meet her; but a witness who will testi- 
fy, met hor. She met Jackson the fol- 
lowing morning, and ho was seen 
frequently with her, not only in Cin- 
cinnati, but alio in thia state, up to Fri- 
day night. 

"That night, the commonwealth ex- 
pects to ihow, he was with her in a ve- 
aide and that he drore with her to the 

£)t where her headless body was found 
torday morning. He waefoond later 
with her satchel and clothing. 

"We will show thatAlonao Walling 
knew Pearl Bryan. We will show that 
Jackson is the man who murdered tliat 
innocent girl," said Lockhart, pointing' 
his finger at Scott Jackson." The pris- 
oner's face turned blood -red. 

"We will show that he was a Dr. 
Jekyell and Mr .Hyde— iu Greencastle a 
model, in Cincinnati associating witli 
lewd women of botli colors. 

"Wo will prove tliat before the mur- 
der he exhibited a dissectin),' knife well 
suited for the awfnl use to whii'h it was 
put. " 

John Hpwliu)^, the boy who discov- 
ered the headless botly lyin^ on the 
grass near the Alexandria pike, was the 
lirst witness called, lie said tliat there 
was only about a pint of blood on tlie 
ground. This the defense will elaiin 
would tend to sliow that I'earl Bryan 
was not iniudcrril at tins place, hut was 
brought there al ter the crime \\ as vum- 
gutted. 

Coroner Tingley was tlie next wit- 
ness. He testified that he readied INjrt 
Thomas at 10 o'clock on the i^aturday 
morning of the discovery. The body 
was lying obli(iuely on a tenuce. Two 
feet above tho body was a largo clot of 
blood. There was another, as large as 
a hand would ' cover, near the neck of 
the corpse. Blood was soaked into the 
dothiug. There were spots of blood on 
the wuferside of privet bushes several 
feet from the corpse. 

The coroner suid that the woman's 
rubbers were soiled. The effect of this 
would be to show that Pearl Bryan 
walked to the scene of her murder, and 
was alive at Fort Thomas. The middle 
and third fingers of her left hand were 
deeply out. There was a wooud as if a 
stab in tim trunk near where the heiul 
had been severed. These wounds were 
all recent. 

"Was the head cutoff at the place 
near Fort Thomas T" 

"I think it was." 

"Was it ont off before or after 
death?" 

"The arteries were severed while tht> 
heart was stUl beating. The blood 
Bpijts were on leaves two or three feet 
above the corpse. They were on- the 
under side of tho leaves. The blood 
could not have spurted in thia way if 
the victim was dead when the head was 
severed. There was a lai-ge quantity of 
blood about the place, tho wot ground 
probably abst)rbing much. 

"Tho cuts on tho hand were made 
before death anil were perfectly fu'sli," 
tho coroner said. "In cut- ai.ele . m a 
dead body th(> tissues do not well iiji. 
The cuts wei* made by a hliai p knil'e, 
such as a dissecting kinitv The cuts 
indicated that the hand had been lield 
to grasp a knife blade wlueh had been 
drawn through it. The c(Hiditioii vt 
tho skin was .somewhat drawn up 
around tho wound. Them was u bloody 
water seeping from the neck. 

"What is the dilTereucct between a 
wound like that made after death and 
one before?" asltwd Attorney Lockhart. 

"If tho head is cut off after death, 
the skin being dead, it will not after- 
^irard show a drawn appearance." 

The doctor then went on to detail tlie 
IMOlt of the postmorteu examination. 
Ha said that the body was found 
diaiaed of blood. There was only one 



tip of a man's forefinger, fli tae Heart. 
If death had taken place before decapi- 
tation there would have been more or 
leas coagulation, the doctor said. The 
doctor was mvsent at both autopsies. 

"Doctor, I will ask you," said Attor- 
ney Crawford, "if at either antopay you 
found any evidenot of a orlminal opera* 
tionr* 

"Not with Initraments," was tha an- 

swer. 

The cross-questioning then benn. 

"At what angle by the body!" aakad 
Attorney Crawford. 

"Tho neck was down hill." 

"Do you think then." asked Craw- 
ford, "that the blood could have spurted 
up barikward from the neck to the leaves 
of the privet bushes ?" 

"From the position of one of the clots 
found on the ground I judge that the 
neck might have lain in such a position 
at tho time of decaT)itation tb:vt the 
blood could have sported in that way." 

Crawford insistetl on a direct answer. 

"No, I think not," Tinfiloy replied. 

"Isn't it true that some time after 
death the bl(HKl remains in a liquid 
state?" asked tho attorney. 

"It remains so longer at some times 
than others. Asphyxiation w<iuld cause 
qnicker coajrnlatinii than iiatiirnl death. 
If t'ne tenii>eratiire should remain high 
in a body after death coagulation would 
bo slower than if the temparatore were 

low." 

The witness thouglit flie bculy had 
lain, when found, eiglit or 10 hours bv 
the time he saw it between S and i) 
,\. m. Couldn't say exactly, only ap- 
proximately. It could bo probable that 
the body had lain whero it was 10 or 12 
hours. 

"Could it not have been there 1 

houi-s'/" 
"Possibly." 

' 'Did you not tell Mr. L. D. Sampson 
shortly after tho murder, iu your olfice, 
that the head was ont off about five 
hours after death ?" 

"I did not. I had a oonversation 
with Mr. Sampson about that time, but 
do not remember eveiTthing said at the 
time. But I oould not have made such 
a statement because X constantly suid 
otherwise." 

This concluded the coroner's testi 
mony and tho court adjourned. 

NOTHING FROM B ULUWAYO. 

The PIm* May Hbt* Been Wiped Out ui 

Kxlittviic)' by the .MutabfU'X. 

London, April 22. — No direct com 
uiunication has been had with Bulu- 
wayo for the past IM hours and great 
■ilarm is felt here lest the entire town 
has been wiped out of existence by tli( 
Mutubeles. The Daily Telegraph pub 
lislies a dispatcii from I'letoria, which 
quotes a telegraui sent from Buluwayo. 
on Monday saying that at noon a great 
buttle at close quarters was imminent 
and that the enemy was visible at a dis 
tanceof four miles entreaohed behind 
■tone mounds. 

The dispatch tram Pretoria continues 

"The Johannesburg volunteers have 
telegraphed to Eiul ( Jrey, offering him 
a corps of 800 fully equipped men. 

"President Kruger denies the report 
that any demand for an indemnity has 
been made uiM>n the Chartered South 
African company by the Transvaal. ' ' 

A dispatch from Mocimdi Bechoaland 
dated Monday which The Times pub- 
lishes this morning, says that EarlUrey 
arrived there from Mafeking and con 
timi"il on liis jouriK^y to Buluwayo. 

"Mr. .Sauer, who is returiiint; from 
Buluwayo I'or his trial at l^retoria," tin 
(li.si)atcli Ko'-s on to say, "says tliat tin: 
laa^'er at Buluwayo is certainly sale 
from exteral attacks, and that the 
fu(jil su[iply IS siitrieient for two 
niontlis. lie adds that the military 
opi'rations will be |)urely defensive un- 
til the arrival of tlie reli' f column, and 
will be cdulined to keeping cliMr a zone 
threi* mil s wide around tho town. 

" Tile lir.^t detachment of the relief 
coUiniu is already 150 miles north of 
Mafeking and their progress is satisfac 

tory. 

"Tlie natives are licL;inniMf,' to realize 
tho necessity of killing intected cattle 
to stamp out the rinderpest. 

"In order to .save the Bechualand pro 
tectorato and Kliodesia frimi danger of 
serious fuiuiue, it is imperative that tho 
building of the new railway should be 

hastened." 

Tiie Berlin con-esiMindeiit of The 
Standiml declares that lu^ has authority 
to state that the rumors of an agree- 
ment between Presiilent Ki'Uger of the 
Transvaal and President Steyn of the 
Orango Free State, pointing to a coali- 
tion of the Btx'rs throughout South 
Africa against England, is a canard.

Coi-uuBOa, O., April 22.- -A very dig' 
niiied and statesmanlike action was 
taken by the housi; in recessiug long 
enough to permit tho members to go 
out and witness tha parada of SeUs 
Brothers' circus. 

Mr. Gtoodale Introduced a Mil (and se- 
cured its passage) authorizing the com- 
missioners of Hamilton county to re- 
jilace the bridge acro.ss the Little Mi- 
ami river at Nowtown, recently burned. 
Thii cost is limited to |1 20,000 

The following bills were then passed: 

Senate bill, adopting the Totrens sys- 
tem of land transf(>r8. 

Senate bill, re-enacting the law pro- 
viding: that boards of education shall 
not pay over ?■") per cent of the whole- 
sale list price for schoolbooks. 

Senate bill, requiring that all actions 
for the poUntton of stream* ahall be 
brought in the oooaty whare tha poUn 

tion occurs. 

Senate bill, providing that sheriffs 
shall not receive less than 4& uor more 
than 75 ceats p«r day for boarding pris- 
oners. 

The senate passed the Clarfleld bill 
creating a state library cuinmissiou. It 
may be safelj- said, howevc r, that the 
bill will never become a law. 

Mr. Beatty'a house bill empowering 
the councils of municipalities to con- 
tract for electric lighting for a neriod 
of not more than 10 years was pas.sed. 

Mr. Clark's senate joint resolution 
ratifying the deed made by ( Jovernor 
Bishop to Cleveland of abandoned canal 
land now occupied by the Valley rail- 
road, was adopted, as was Mr. Brorein's 
hou.si> joint resolution for the printing 
of t),(KH) more railroad niitps. 

Bills were pessed as follows: 

House bill, providing that municipal 
authorities may contract with electri<' 
light companies for a period not exceed- 
ing 10 years, and authorizing the courts 
to correct certain contracts. 

House bill, authorizing municipal au- 
thoritiee under certain conditions to 
grant street railroads franchises for uo 
years. 

Mr. Plenmer's bill amending the pure 
food laws so as to make two classifica- 
tions of drugs, was defeated. 

On motion of Mr. Shryook all his 
hills reorganizing the government of 
Zanesville were indefinitely postponed

An Aililrt-ns to tlm r>'iiplt> of tlia Vulted

New York, April 22.— T. Estrada 
Palma, president of the Cuban revo- 
lutionary Junta, last night gave out the 
following address to the people of the 

United States: 

"To the People of the Uuited .'States: 

"The persistency with whidi the 
American press has during tin' last few 
days been treating of supposed admin- 
istrative reforms to be introduced iu 
Cuba by the government of Spain, com 
]>els me to reqaest the publication of 
the following declarations, which I 
niaki' in behalf of my gi iverniueut, of 
the army ot' liberation of C'uba, and of 
tho Cuban revolutioniuy party. 

"The question of the supposed n;- 
forms is not a matter which at all con- 
cerns tho.se who have already established 
an independent government inCubaand 
have resolved to shrink from no sacri- 
lico of property or life, in order to 
emancipate the whole island from the 
Spanish yoke. If the Spaniards resi- 
dent in the island, who are favored by 
the Spanish government with all sorts 
of privUoges and monopolies, and if the 
handful of Cubans too pnsilanimous or 
too proud to acknowledge their error, or 
a few foreigners guided only by selfish 
interests are satined that Cuba should 
remain under Spanish abomination, we 
who militate under the flag of the soli- 
tary star, we, who already constitute 
tho republic of Cuba and belong to a 
fitio p(>ople with its own government 
and its own laws are firmly resolved to 
listen to no compromise and to treat 
with Spain only on tho basis of absolute 
independence for Cuba. 

"If .Spain has power to exterminate; 
us then let her convert the island into a 
vast cemetery; if she has not and wi^lu s 
ti> terminate tho war betore the wlmli' 
Country is reduces tu ashes, tlien let Ik r 
iidojil ilie only measure thai will |piit an 
end to if and recognize <nii' uiile]ienii. 
cnce. .Sp.iiii must know by tins tune 
that while there is a >ingle living Cuban 
with dit-'Mity -and thereare many ttmu- 
saiuis of them — there will nut bo pi'aee 
in Culia iu>v even In ipe ul ii . 

•'AH good causes inu.sl linally tiiuniph 
and ours is a good caii>e. li is the 
cause of justice treated \\ itli conteliijjt, 
of right siipiaessed by force, and ot the 
dignity of a iM'oi)le olfended to tho last 
dcgi 

"\Ve have thrown ourselves into the 
struggle advisedly and deliberately; wo 
kiK'W what we Would have to face and 
we tlecKied untlinchingly to persevere 
until we sliould eiiiaiiciiiate ourselves 
from the Spanish government. And wn 
know tliat we uro able to do it, as we 
know that wo are able to govern our- 
eelves ExiM«ricnce has taught us that 
as a people wo liuve nothing to envy the 
Spamards: iu fact, we feel ourselves su- 
PflriOE.ttt.tiini. aad^ hm Dmb wt 9^

ViRNNA, April 22.— Baron Maurice do 
Hirsch, the great financier and philan- 
throyiist, died Monday night on his 
estate at Presbnrg, Hungary, from a 
stroke c if ui>' i])lexy. 

Baron de Hirsch was one of the si.\ 
wealthiest mon of the worbl. He be- 
came known by reason of his efforts iu 
behalf of poor Hebrews. He colonized 
them in .\rgentina, and subscribed 
millions for their relief in Knssia. His 
I)liilanlhro]iies were not limited to peo- 
I>le of liis own race, liis purse wus 

open to reliera the di stw ws m any na- 
tionality.

Baron Maurice di- lliisch, wliose full 
name w.is Maurice de Hirsch <le(Jer- 
euth. was born in Munich H'.i years ago. 
His faflier was a niercliant in I5avana. 
Young Hirsch went into busine.ss at the 
age of IT, assoi'iating liiiiistdf witii the 
Eurojiean banking house of Bi.schort'- 
sheiin i*^ troldsmidt. lie married Mile. 
BiscliotVslieim, dauKhter of the head of 
the banking houso with which lie was 
associated. He was the lirst to plan the 
system of railways leading from Buda- 
pest h in Hungary to Varna, on the 
Black sea. 

No nuin who has a«q aired such vast 
riches has ever used them to better pur- 
poses. His charities in Austria and ( Ger- 
many are innumerable and his scheme 
for transplanting his unfortunate Rus- 
sia co-religionists to South Amorica cost 
what an ordinary person would consider 
a colossal fortune. 

In Egypt and Europe and Asiatic 
Turkey many schools, educational and 
industrial, were founded and main- 
tained by tho baron. For instruction 
iu Galacia ho gave 92,000,000. To Rus- 
sia he made the munificent offer of |10,- 
0110,000 for public instruction, with this 
sole proviso— that no distinction should 
be made in tho application of the funds 
as to race or religion. The Russian 
goverumout declined.

Tho 
convention wus called to order by L. E. 
Logan of Alliance, chairmen of the 
state executive committee, and an ad- 
dress of welcome was delivered by 
Mayor D. T. Winders of Findlay. 

H. S. Thompson of Springheld was 
chosen as temporary chairman, and d(>- 
livered the keynote of the campaign. 
He de< hired for a broad gauge platform 
and against the adoption of the single 
idea of prohibition. He denounced cor- 
ruption ill ]iolitics and monopolies, and 
aiiimunced his opixjsitloii to the Ohio 
Anti saloon leat,'ue and its niethmls. 

The speech was loudly a[<|)laiided. 

Af the close of the ch. una, ill's ad- 
dress cuinmittees were a|)pninted, after 

whicli the couveutiou adjourned for tho 
day.

Their injuries while serious are not fa- 
tal. In the house were Waggoner's 
wife and two daughters. They were 
thrown several rods anil badly injured. 

Amos llefriek was struck by a flyiUg 
timber and his left leg crushed. 

Tho sawmill, owned by Daniel Han- 
sel, is a complete wreck. 

Mrs. Jo.seph L. Green, who was tally 
injured, will die. 

During tho windstorm Mrs. William 
Sh(>rf and children were driving iu a 
buggy. Tho outfit was wrecked and 
they were hurled against a tree and 
si'riously injured. 

The steamer Colonel Bartlett was 
coming up the river and when struck 
by the gale nearly capsized and shipped 
a large amount of water. On board 
were two government inspectors besides 
the crew, and they had a narrow escape 
from drowning.

Sho 
w.is quite liadly hurt by being struck 
bv a 1.1 tier, .lolin and Louis Hecca- 
thorii. Bob Smith and Ross Hatfield 
were also hurt. 

.Several children were injured, one 
little lioy iiiinied Hatlield being carrieil 
several h'lindi ed feet by the wind and 
badly bruised. 

Calviii Kobinett was in one of tlii> 
derricks when if was blown down and 
was Imiied in the wreeka::"'.

Deceased was formerly a member of 

the Kentucky Conference M. E. Oborch, 

South, and in later yean WM OM of tho 

conference's coloorteurs. 
About two weeks af;o he was tried in 

the County Court on a writ of liuiacy 

but talked so rationally that the jury ad- 
judged him of sound mind. 

He had been sei/fd with the halluci- 
nation, however, that in order to save his 
loal, be mnit bang himself. 

Taeiday bis relatives wont hefon' 
Jadge Hatoblm and secured an order 
committing bim to the infirmary. Last 
evening he spent some time rcadin}» the 
Bible to several of the inmates, and 
talked as rationally as any one. 

Later he tried to borrow a knife but 
this was refused him. Superintendent 
Siattery kept a watch on him part of the 
sight, but about 3 o'clock this morning 
be got ont of his room and was found 
dead an hour or co later. 

A check rein had been used by the un 
fortunate man in taking his life. He had 
evidently iiad this concoaU'd about l;is 
person, as Mr. Siattery missed nothing 
of the kind. 

Caywood was about sixty years of age. 
He married a Miss Leachman, of Sardis, 
some years ago, but they were after- 
wards divorced, and he then married 
■ome woman in Central Kentucky, by 
whom he has four children. 

His relatives, who live between Mays- 
lick and Sardis, were notified of his death 
this morning. No arrangementi have 
iMen made for the funeral.
